As per claims 1 ,9,19,16,22,25 Chiu shows a processor based handheld device 
(in fig. 17-20, 25, 26, 27-30) having a display with resolution and a browser program 
running on the processor that facilitates and viewing a web page on the display the web 
page having the size greater than the M*N and transcoding the web page to a format 
adapted to the display (as seen in fig. 27-30). 

As per claims 2-8,1 1 -1 5,21-24,26-29 Chiu shows display (element 1 04), program 
code (in fig.4) to compress an image size and reducing the pixel depth(in fig. 27-30)
